Germination of Seed 


It has come to the attention 
of the Alberta Dept. of Agri. 
culture, that a large percentage 
of grain in the Province is dis- 
playing poor germina.ion qual- 
ities, It is most important that 
before seeding commences the 
farmers should have their seed 
thoroughly tested for germina- 
tiun, Thies can be done fora 
nominal fee by sending samples 
to the Dominion Seed Branch 
Office at Calgary. Itis believed 
that there is plenty good qual- 
ity seed in the province to fill 
all demands, but it is important 
that farmers make certuin of 
the quality of their seed before 
seeding. ‘Those who have not 
made arrangements for seed, 
or who have not seed available 
may secure high quality seed 
through the provincial market- 
ing plant at Edmenton,

Start the Children Right 


In this column last week some emphasis was laid on the importance and 
value of developing habits of thrift, and in the concluding paragraphs parents 
were urged to encourage their children to start a savings account early in 
life, and even to provide the nucleus of such an account before the child 
was old enough to think and-aet for itself, 

The writer's attention has since then been drawn to a report on The 
Penny Bank of Ontario, a system created for the purpose of encouraging 
thrift on th 


in a concrete way the wisdom and great value of thrift and the habit of sav- 
The subject is surely important enough to warrant a further reference. 
It is the aim of The Penny Bank of Ontario to provide for every child at 
school an opportunity on a stated day of each week to put small coins in a 
safe place and to prove to him or her how quickly a series of small amounts 
builds into a comfortable balance. From the report, to which rtference has 
been made, it is learned that Penny Bank accounts, in the: public schools 
of Toronto now number 45,258, while the average school attendance is about 
58.000. In other words, 78 per cent. of the children are taking advantage 
of the service offered, 
rather interesting facts are disclosed through this Penny Bank 
scheme, and two questions asked, based on the weekly reports, are: “Are 
the children of well-to-do parents gaining a just notion of the value of 
money?" “Is there a tendency among them to regard coppers, nickels and

Analyzing the deposits made in Toronto schools in a given week, it was 
found that in the poorer districts the services of the Penny Bank are accepted 
and appreciated to a far greater extent than in the more well-to-do districts. 
In one school in the heart of the poorest district, 45 per cent. of the children 
present on October ast made deposits. On that same day in one school 
in one of the richest districts only 18 per cent, of the pupils were depositors, 
while at another school in a rich district the figure was 11 per cent. Through- 
the eighty-eight public schools in Toronto the average of depositors on 
October of the pupils present.

If so 
the boy or girl, is not likely to make a journey to the bank to deposit 25 or 
even 50 cent He or she is more likely to wait until a dollar or more is ac- 
cumulated, and meanwhile the small coins gradually fritter away. 

As a writer in a Toronto paper points out, in commenting on this Penny 
Bank training thus afforded is just as valuable. for the child of 
a prospereus home as for the boys or girls of the poorest district. It may 
be even more valuable, since the son or daughter of the rich man is likely 
some time to have the handling of large sums of money. They cannot 
manage them efliciently unless they know the exact value of a nickel, unless

Senor Mello Franco, the Brazillfan

While Germany is said to see no rea-
